Do You Resist Truth? 



Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, and 
the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by 
me. 

John 14:6 (KJV) C> 

There are many spiritual truths that are just not taught in the 
churches, one of which is the importance of truth and the 
crucial role that it plays in the life of the true follower of Christ.

2 Timothy 3:8 (KJV) O

somewhat at duplicating the miracles that God wrought through Moses. They used every trick in Satan's arsenal 
to resist what God was doing through Moses. Likewise there are many who confess Christ with their mouths but 
resist Him in their actions. They twist the word of God to condone their own sinful doctrines.

Romans 1:25 (KJV) O

A double minded man is one who wants a certain measure of truth in their lives but is willing to compromise it in 
some areas for the sake of convenience. As Christians we are called to be a "narrow minded" people who will 
not compromise the truth for anything. Settle this matter now in your own minds: "What Price Salvation?" Are 
you willing to pay any price for truth? 

Your glorying is not good. Know ye not that a little leaven leave neth the whole lump? 
1 Corinthians 5:6 (KJV) © 

But you may ask, shouldn't we accept a certain amount of deception as normal? To the mothers out there I ask 
how much poison do you accept as normal in your baby's food? Just as a little leaven leavens the whole lump, 
likewise Satan corrupts the truth with only the smallest of lies. As Christians we must develop a 0% tolerance for 
any amount of deception, no matter how good and appealing the rest of the message is.
